The Jury, 
chosen from the faculty and men of 
the lown, found that the voting man 
had .leiually used the words altrlbuipd 
lo him and therefore pronounced him 
guilty of the charge. Tho ca«e was 
then chised and the young man, de- 
.-•pite his Influential friends and high 
Mii ial standing, whs obliged lo pack 
his trunk and return home. The spirit 
of iiillege honor had spoken, and Ihe 
penaJiy was enforced more vigorously 
than perhaps it mirht have been hud 
the matter been In the hands of the

It was easy to picture the 
meaning of that srrne, the couple back 
on an upland farm in New Bn;;lasd, 
dedicating themselves to the task of 
ghing their boy the advanlape lhat 
thoy themaelves never had received, 
and which they knew would separate 
him from their humble life and sur- 
roundinRs.

Ho.ird during the war with Hpain In 
isnn; went as delegate to The Hague 
Peace Conference in Ihe following 
year. He was president of the Ame- 
rican Historical Association In 1902- 
S, .ind was a member of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Sciences. In 
moo, Mcfilll Universliy conferred the 
degree nf l/.I.,l). upon Rear-Admlral 
.Mahan. and he was also an l>I.,.l). nf 
(.""ambridge iKnglandl, Harvard. Vale 
and Columbia, and a D.C.Ii. of Oxford. 
Hear- Admiral .Mahan was recognized 
IIS a world authority on naval strate- 
,(y, and his published works on these 
and other naval subjects number 
nineteen, one of them belntj a. life of 
Lord .Nelson, in two volumes. Com- 
modore Dennis Hart Mahan, of the 
United States Navy, is a brother.
